DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3, 6, 8, 19, 32 and 34-40 are allowed. 



Examiner's Statement of Reason for Allowance 



The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter. 

The most relevant references are the Alaia and the McCausland references. 

Alaia reference teaches a method and a corresponding system operable to perform the steps 

comprising: receiving a first order to trade an item from a first trader; receiving a second order to 

trade the item from the first trader (col. 26, lines 35-55). 

McCausland reference teaches receiving a request to cancel the first order for the item (col. 7, 
lines 37-48; col. 66, lines 65 thru col. 20, lines 15; col. 22, lines 41-63) 
The Alaia and McCausland references fail to teach 

starting, a cooling, off period based on receipt of the request to cancel the first order and based 
on a difference between the price of the first order and the price of the second order being 
greater than a predetermined amount: receiving from a second trader, during the cooling, off 
period, an order to buy or sell the item, the order from the second trader counter side to the first 
order and the second order from the first trader; and suspending the order to buy or sell the item 
from the second trader, as a result of the buy or sell order being received during the cooling off 
period, and for a period of time for the second trader to notice a change in the first order and the 
second order prices. 
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Updated searches revealed no references that disclosed the claimed invention, nor were any 
further references identified which could be reasonable combined with Alaia and McCausland 
references. 

For this reason, claims 1,19 and 32 are deemed to be allowable over prior art of record and 
claims 3, 6, 8 and 34-40 are allowed by dependency.
